REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: on 
04/28/2009 Examiner asked the Applicant's representative, Mr. David J. Gonce to clarify 
the meaning of the recitation "stable" in the pending claims. In the remarks submitted on 
02/25/2009, Applicant amended the claims and persuasively argued against the 
previous rejections of claims 1-3, 6-15 and 19-20. Since the only hurdle for allowing the 
claims was the clarification of the meaning of the recitation "stable" in the claims. 
Applicant submitted a supplemental amendment on 04/29/2009 which clarifies the term 
and is consistent with the specification. Accordingly the claims 1-3, 6-15, 19-24, as 
presented on 04/29/2009 amendment are allowed. The previous provisional 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection of claims 1-3 and 8-11 over claims 1-10 of 
the copending Application 10/583157 is withdrawn since the claims of the instant 
Application are allowed and the Application 10/583157 is still pending a response to the 
non-final rejection.
